The St.LonU Tragedy. 


The post mortem examination of the 


body of Mrs. Young; an account of whose 
murder at St. Louis we published on Wed- 
nesday, resulted in nothing satisfactory.— 
It showed that there were [several severe 
contusions of the limbs ; the stomach, wind- 
pipe and posterior part of the mouth con- 
tained a large quantity of mud ; the lungs 
were highly congested, the right cavity, of 
the heart was distended with black fluid 
Wood, a condition found to exist in cases 
of death from asphyxia, or 
suffocation. 


Death in this case was evidently caused by 
the mouth and nose having been in the 
mud until respiration had ceased. . The 
contusions about the limbs were,, received 
during the fall and the struggle for life. 
The verdict of the jury of inquest was in 
accordance with the above facts, . attribut- 
ing the death to some person or persons 
unknown to the jury.

I did not suffer any 
feeling of intense heat; but after sunset, 
when -the temperature fell rapidly, then I 
began to glow through 'and through like a 
live coal.

the body is much less sensibly felt than the'

There are twenty-three banks winding up 


with an aggregate outstanding circulation 
of $27,858, for the redemption of which 
the state holds $27,861 in specie. 
So that 


it will be seen that not one dollar will be 
lost, on account of suspended banks. 


At this time of disunion, it is to be re- 


gretted that so large a proportion .of the se- 
curities held by the state are in the bonds 
of slavehOlding states, and more particular- 
ly seceding states. But of the latter the 
proportion is so small that no serious dam- 
age canjoccnr. 
The.comptroller has done 


well in reducing the Missouri bonds from 
$2,049,000 in January 1860, to $1,393,000 
at the present time— or a reduction of over 
half a million dollars. Missouri is behav- 
ing, by far, worse than. Virginia or Tennes- 
see, in this matter of secession, and it is 
imperative for the safety of our currency 
that those bonds be still reduced, at least 
half a million more in the current year. 


It is a fact, though it is not an alarming 


one, in the present unnatural state of the fi- 
nances of the country, that the securities 
held by the state at the present market price 
are $500,000 less than the circulation, or 10 
per cent. But in reality we should give the 
bonds credit for the rate of exchange which 
is, say five per cent, leaving a deficiency of 
five per cent, or S250,000. This, however, is 
only a temporary deficiency.—-Wisconsin.

A BRITISH CAPTAIN TABBED A-NE FEATH- 


ERED IN SAVANNAH.—We published, a day 
or two since, a telegraph statement that an 
English captain had been tarred and feath- 
ered by a mob in Savannah. We learn 
through a gentleman just arrived from that 
place, the particulars of the outrage. 


It appears that the captain had employed 


a free negro: stevedore to load his vessel.— 
He was very anxious to push the work ; and 
for this purpose :encouraged the stevedore 
to unusual efforts by various little acts of 
kindness, which he-considered calculated to 
aid him in the . accomplishment of his pur- 
pose. Among other things, he invited him 
to take his dinner on shipboard. The in- 
vitation was accepted.. This annoyed'the 
mate, who communicated to some of his 
acquaintances 
on. shore, with embellish- 


ment, .what the .captain had hone. 


It required no great effort to raise the cry 


of " abolitionist" against the captain, nor 
to iuduce" a gang of drunken rascals to re- 
solve upon his summary punishment. The 
plan adopted was carried out. A mob pro- 
ceeded to the vessel during the night of Fri- 
day week last, seized the captain, dragged 
him from his vessel, and clothed him with 
a coat of tar and feathers. 


Tha next day, the captain communicated 


with the British consul, who at once offered 
a reward of $1000 for the apprehension of 
those guilty of the outrage.
